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Foreword 


In the year 1892 Lars K. Aaker, a member of the 
second generation of the Aaker family in America, 
procured the publication of a record of the family, 
which has formed the basis of the present work. In 
the work of contpiling the record, Mr. Aaker was as- 
sisted by Rev. B. J. Muus, the veteran Norwegian- 
American churchman, who was also the founder of St. 
Olaf college. In his introductory note Mr. Aaker ered- 
its him with much of the neeessary information used 
in his book, saying in part: 

“It has long been my purpose to have printed 
these memorials of our departed parents, in order that 
they might be preserved for the coming generations. 
For the realization of this purpose, we are indebted to 
Rey. B. J. Muus, who has preserved a copy of the ser- 
mon he preached at their golden wedding celebration, 
and the sketches which he read at their funerals. He 
has also gathered the memoranda concerning their de- 
seendauts to be found in the following pages, which I 
hope will be of interest to our ehildren.’’ 

The present volume is intended as a continuation 
of the work so well begun by Mr. Aaker. The facets 
in the first part of the reeord are drawn exclusively 
from the older record, and the added information and 
sketches have been willingly furnished by the members 
of the family now living. 

Like its predecessor, this edition of the ‘‘Aaker 
Saga’’ is dedicated to the hope that it may serve to 
keep up the ties of kinship among the widely seattered 
members of the family, and preserve among them the 
memory of the sturdy Norse stock from which they 
sprung. —A. A. R.

J have long intended to put into writing some data 
concerning our liyes, which I hope may be of interest 
to our descendants when we are departed, and possibly 
to generations in the unseen future. 

I, Knud Saavesen Aaker, was born on the Moeu 
farmstead in Brunkeberg, Jan. 27, 1797, the son of 
Saave Knudsen and Aslaug Halvorsdatter. Of cight 
brothers and sisters, 1 am the oldest. My wife, Mari 
Larsdatter, was born on the Tlegtvedt farmstead in 
Laurdal, Jan. 6, 1799, the daughter of Lars Knudsen 
and Asborg Halvorsdatter. We were married in Brun- 
keberg church Dee. 5, 1818; immigrated to America 
June 7, 1845, and settled in Dane county, Wisconsin; 
in 1857 we moved to Minnesota and took a homestead 
in Holden township, Goodhue county. 

Tn the year 1819, on the 24th day of September, 
our son Saaye was born on the Moen farmstead in 
Brunkeberg; he was confirmed in the Moland church 
on All Saints’ Sunday in 1835, and was married Oct. 
2, 1844, to the maid Anne Christine Seott of Kvitseid. 
He immigrated to America in 1852, and died Aug. 13, 
1862, and was buried at Holden chureh in Goodhue 
county on the 16th of the same month. He left a wife 
and nine children. 


On June 19, 1822, our daughter Asborg was born, 
and was baptized the 22nd in the Brunkeberg church; 
was confirmed in the Laurdal church on the 10th Sun- 
day after Trinity i 1838; married in the West Kosh- 
konong ehureh (Wisconsin) on Oct. 18, 1849, to Kuud 
Olsen Gjerjord of Brnnkeberg. 

On Sept. 19, 1825, our son Lars was born, and was 
baptized on the 24th of the same month. He was con- 
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firmed May 29, 1842, in the Laurdal church; married 
to the maid Kathrine Helvig Westrem of Grayen parish 
in Hardanger, at the Kast Koshkonong chureh, eb. 13, 
1853. 

Our daughter Aslaug was born May 25, 1828; bap- 
tized on the 22nd of the same month; confirmed in the 
Laurdal church Aug. 11, 1844; married to Halvor OL 
sen Husct. 

Anne was born April 6, 1831; confirmed in the 
West Koshonong church on the first Sunday after Eas- 
ter, 1846; married in October, 1855, to Hans C. Aadne- 
sen of Stavanger, 

Aaste was born Sept. 15, 1884; confirmed at Kosh- 
konong the first Sunday after Easter, 1849; married 
April 5, 1858, to Ole Jorgensen Solberg. 

Our third son, Halvor, was born March 30, 1837, and 
died March 1, 1843. 

Our fourth son, Nils, was born July 9, 1841, and was 
confirmed in the West Koshkonong church on Ascen- 
sion day, 1855; married Feb. 26, 1863, to the maid 
Marthe Olsdatter Félingstad. 

The above memoirs are written July 9, 1864. 

“Let my mouth be filled with thy praise and with 
thy honor all the day.”’ (Ps. 71:1). 

On July 26, 1869, my beloved wife, Mari Larsdat- 
ter, died, after an illness of thirteen or fourteen wecks, 
at the high age of 7044 years. She passed away peace- 
fully, trusting to her Sayiour, Peace be with her. 
God grant that I also may depart in peace when His 
hour comes. Of this, it will be the duty of another to 
make note.

Founders of the Aaker Family in America 


Knud Saayesen Aaker 
Mari Larsdatter Haegtvedt 


The founders of that branch of the Aaker family 
in America of which this book is intended to preserve 
the record, were Knud Saavesen Aaker and his wife 
Mari Larsdatter Hegtvedt. Both were natives of the 
Upper Telemarken district in Norway, famous in story 
and song as one of the most beautiful and impressive 
regions of the Northland. 

Knud Saavesen Aaker was born on the Moen farm- 
stead in Brunkeberg, annex to Kvitseid parish, on Jan. 
27, 1797, the son of Saave Knudsen and Aslaug Tal- 
vorsdatter. He was the oldest of eight children. On 
Dee. 5, 1818, he was married to Mari Heegtvedt, the 
daughter of Lars Knutsen and his wife Asborg Hal- 
vorsdatter, who was born Jan. 6, 1799. 

The couple lived on a farm in Brunkeberg for five 
years, when they moyed to Laurdal, where they re- 
mained until in 1828. In the latter year they took up 
their residence in Kvitseid, but moved again the fol- 
lowing year to Moland. Jn this district Knud Aaker 
served for a time as ‘‘lensmand,’’ which corresponds 
most nearly to sheriff in America, except that the of- 
fice in Norway earried with it much larger powers. 
In 1836 the couple again returned to Laurdal, and con- 
tinued to live there until June 7, 1845, when they took 
their departure from their native land and set sail for 
America. Arriving in the new world, they settled in 
Dane county, Wisconsin, near the West Koshonong 
ehureh, one of the first Norwegian churches in Amer- 
ica, Which had been built the year before their arrival. 
Twelve years later they again joined the stream of 
immigration that pushed the frontier ever toward the 
setting sun. They found a home in the fertile and 
beautitul Goodhue county, Minnesota, and settled in 
Holden township, a region which soon became the home 
of one of the largest and wealthiest Norse colonies in 
America. Here they continued to make their home un-

til their death. On Dee. 5, 1868, the venerable couple 
celebrated their golden wedding anniversary. At this 
event their pastor, the pioneer Norse clergyman, Rey. 
B. J. Muns, delivered the anniversary address. This 
sermon, as a document of family intervst, and as the 
utterance of one of the foremost Norse churchmen in 
America, is reprinted below in full: 


Guldbryllupstale ved Pastor B. J. Muus. 
(Jes. 46, 3. 4.) 

“*Siger altid Gud og Faderen Tak for alle Ting i vor Terres 
Jesu Christi Navn!’? tilraaber Apostelen Paulus os i Brevet til 
de Ephesier 5te Kapitel. Det er de hristnes Glade at ihu- 
komme, at al Velsignelse, som kommer til dem fra cen almmg- 
tige Gud, kommer fra et Faderhjerte, at de timelige og aande- 
lige Goder, som vi annamme, ere Vidnesbyrd om, at den, som 
holder Himwmelen og Jorden i sin Haand, for hvis Domstel vi en- 
gang skulle staa, er vor Fader, FPorléser og Nelliggjorer, og at 
de Goder, vi her paa Jorden annamme, kun ere en Forsmag paa 
den himmelske Ierlighed. Ver de Goder, Wan meddeler os her, 
vil Tlan knn lokke os til at elske Sig, som har beredt os et Sted 
i det store ITus heroventil, hvor Jlau vil gjere sive Borin deel- 
agtige i en Herlighed, som ingen jordisk Forstand kan fatte, 
ingen jordisk Tnnge udsige. Derfor er det og Guds Borns Lyst 
at ofre Lov og Tak til Mam, hvem Majestwt og Velde og Her- 
lighed og Scier og Asre tilhgrer (1 Kron. 29 11), og de sige 
g@jerne med David: ‘*.feg vil love Gnds Navn med en Sang, og 
jeg vil storligen wre Ham med Taksigelse!’’ (Ps. 69, 31). Og 
Guds Borns Tak behager Herren formedelst deres Magler Jesum 
Christum, som erren siger (Ps. 50, 28): ‘*Den, som ofrer 
Taksigelse, den aver Mig; og den, som setter sig den rette Vei 
fore, ham yil Jeg lade se paa Guds Salighed.’’ 

Derfor eve vi ogsaa idag konine sammen her i Nerrens JTuns 
for mod Eder og for Eder, kjwre Gamle, at ofre Herren Tak- 
sigelse for den Miskundhed og Barmhjertighed, Ian saa rige- 
ligen har uddést over Eder, og med og for Eder bede Ham, som 
hidtil har baaret Eder paa Ornevinger, at Han vil fore Ider 
fremad til Seier, saa 1 engang fri fra alle Synideus og For- 
krenkelighedens Baand fuldkommen kunne prise Ham i Selskab 
med alle de Forléste og Englenes tusinde Gange Tnsinde. 

Til dew Ende ville vi betragte en af de Forjattelser, som 
Herren gav sit Hiendomsfolk i les. 46,3. 4: ‘‘Tlérer Mig, Ja- 
kobs Huus og all Overblevne at Israels Iluus! 1, som ere lagte 
paa Mig fra Moders Liv, som beres af Mig fra Moders Liv af! 
Ogsaa indtil Alderdemmen skal Jeg vere den Samme og bere 
Kder indtil graa Haar; Jeg, Jeg haver gjort Eder, og Jeg vil 
oplofte, og Jeg vil bere og lade undkomme!’’ 

Denne Trost giver Tlerren sit udvalgte Polk ofter forst at 
have forkyudt dem, hvorledes Han til en. Tugtelse for deres 
skjwndige Ulvidighed og Frafald fra Tlam skulde overgives i 
Traldom til] Babel.

Paa alle Slags Maader har Arvesyndens onde Vesen viist siu 
magt ogsaa i Eiler, i Eders Tanker, Ord, Begjwringer og Gjernin- 
ger, og Jlerren Eders Gud har derfor sat Hder i dette Udlan- 
digheds Land, at I ved Trangsel og Modgang saavelsom ved 
Lykke og Medgang skulde bsies til at kjende Ham, som har 
skabt Eder, elske Ham, som har forl#st Eder, sége Ham, som 
helliggjor Eder.

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Tarmstead, and for a number of years Saave Aaker 
was school teacher and chureh cantor in the Hoidalsmo 
annex of Laurdal parish. Immigrated in 1852 to Anier- 
ica, and secured a farm in Pleasant Springs township, 
Dane county, Wiscousin. Here Mr. Aaker taught par- 
ochial school. Moved to Wanamingo township, Good- 
hue county, Minnesota, in 1856, where they continned 
to live until their death. On Aug. 13, 1862, Mr. Aaker 
was killed by lightning, while harvesting wheat in his 
field. He was buried at the Holden church. His wife 
died in June, 1895. Te was the father of nine chil- 
dren [IIT (1-9)]. 

II. (2) ASBORG AAKER. Born June 19, 1822. 
Came with her parents to America in 1845. Married 
Oct. 19, 1849, at the West Koshkonong church, Wiscon- 
sin, to Knut Olsen Gjerjord, who was born in Brunke- 
berg, Jan. 2, 1824, the son of Ole Aslaksen Baekhus and 
wife Anne Aslaksdatter. He immigrated to America 
in 1845, and began farming in Cottage Grove township, 
Dane county, Wisconsin. Here he adopted the family 
name Jargo. Mr. Jargo was a cousin of the father of 
Olay Bjaaland, one of the four men who accompanied 
Roald Amundsen to the South pole in 1911. Mrs. Jargo 
died Feb. 19, 1908, at Deerfield, Wis. They had eight

ll. (38) LARS AAKER. Born on the Aaker farm- 
stead in Laurdal parish, Telemarken, Sept. 19, 1825. 
Attended the Kvitseid Teachers’ seminary and gradu- 
ated in 1845. Immigrated to America with his parents 
in 1845 and made his home with them on Koshkonong 
Prairio, Dane county, Wiscousin. Tanght school and 
worked at various places until 1852, when he bought 
a farm on Liberty Prairie, Dane county. Moved to 
Holden township, Goodhue county, Minnesota, in 1857, 
where he took a homestead. Elected representative to 
the Minnesota legislature in 1859-1860 and again in 
1862-1867. Served as lieutenant im the Civil war in 
Company D, Third Minnesota Volunteers, from Oct. 4, 
1861, to Mar. 30, 1862, but did not see service at the 
front. Was appointed by President Grant te the 
office of register at the United States land office in Al- 
exandria, Minn., and moved to that place in 1869. 
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Served until 1875, when for political reasons he was 
removed from the office. Was elected state senator in 
1881, from the distriet composed of Douglas, Pope, 
Stevens, Grant, Big Stone, and Lake counties, and 
served one term. In 1884 he was appointed reeciver at 
the United States land offiee and moved to Crookston, 
continuing in that office until 1893, when he returned 
to Alexandria. Married Feb. 13, 1853, to Kathrine 
Helvig Westrem, daughter of Ole Westrem and wife 
Sonneva of Graven parish, Hardanger, Norway. She 
died Feb. 25, 1879, leaving four children [IL] (18-21)]. 
Married again Aug. 23, 1882, to Karen Celisa Akre, who 
was born Mareh 25, 1859, on the Akre farmstead, on 
Karméen island, the daughter of Ole Aadneson Akre 
and wife Martha Akre, who immigrated to America 
May 16, 1881.

Om Sommeren var det 
noksaa hyyyeligt, maar man havde godt Selskahb, ti Oxerne 
vidste meget godt hvilken Side of Veien de have Ret til, og 
stod haarduakket paa sin Ret, men skulde de have moilt saa- 
danvue Maskiner som man imdiler nu, saa havde det nok gaact 
galt.

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minde om Dagen, nemlig en Stok og en Ring. Den forste kan jo 
minde Eder oin at trods Eiders raske Udseende newrmer dog den 
Tid sig, da | nok kan trange en Stette, og skulde den Tid kom- 
me, at Stokkens Stotte var utilstrakkelig, saa er jeg overbevist 
om at de vil stette Eder med begge Hendler. Ringen er en 
Symbol paa at 1 to ere voxede saaledes sammen at | ligesaa- 
lidt som Ringen kan skilles uden at brydes istykker. Saa har 
ogsaa nogle fjwrnere Slagtninger og andre Venner skudt sam- 
men til nogle smaa Forwringer, som jeg har den wre at over- 
rakke til et lidet Bevis paa Deres Agtelse og Kjerlighed, i haab 
om at det maa vare tn liden Opmuntring for Eder en Gang 
iblandt, den Stund I skal ferdes hernede. Det kan vel ikke 
blive saa mange Aar for hverken Eder eller mig, og vi vil 
bede Gnd om Naade til at anveude dem saa at vi maa naa det 
Maal for hvilket vi er skabt.
